Tho regulations ore admittedly not bindiag 
on the junk with regard to lights. Accotding 
to Maritime law; spart from Regalationa no 
soiling vesscl is bonnd to catry a light at 
all times, but every vossel at'soa aq is only 
reasonable is bound to show a light whanevar it 
becomes necessary, Tfa vessel at sea neglects 
this obvions procuution and. ix consequence 
that neglect is ran-inta and damaged or sunk it 
hag begn hold that tho parties injured can hava 
no reasonable ground of complaint. See Lowades 
on Collisions, p. 78; the Olini-6 lL. J.,N.8. 298; 
tha Victoria, 2, W. Rob. 54: the Saxonia, Loah, 
p. 422. Tn the case of the Sazonia, it was held 
by the Privy Council that tho Acts of Parlia- 
wont rolating to collisions at sea which preveded 
tho Rogniations wero not binding on forsign 
vessels and the Master of the Rolls, in giving 
judgment, said:--" The priaviply therefore by 
which this case. must 'be decided must 
be found in tho ordinary ralos of the 
sea. That boing ostablished thera are two 
rules affecting sailing vorsols of all countries 
which in our opinion decide this case. 
The first of these rules is thut ‘9 vbssel which 
bas the wind free is‘boand fo give way toa vessel 
close hauled, and that o stonmakip is to be 
troated aa s vessol which has tho wind free.” This 
was the cso of the Sazonia; she was therefore 
hound to give way to the Helipsa, and the Erltpse 
had a fail right to expéct her to do this and was 
nob bound. in any respect to alter ‘hor course, 
But the second rale- which we consider affects 
this case is that though tho close hauled vessel 
is not. bound to give way, sho is nevartholoss 
bound to show some proper and sufficient light 
in time to enable the steamship or other Tessel 
whose duty it is to ‘give way to avoid any 
collision, No blame vcsn attach to a vessnk for 
running foul of anothor vosgol, if it-hue been 
impossible to distinguish it until tho collision 
was inevitable, This is not ® qrestion of 
green or red light, but-of -no light al all. 
A vessel ‘at anchor or & fishing boat is bound 
by the general rales of the sea to exbibit a light 
so as to-afford to tho vossele'whoge daty it is ta 
avoid her the means of ‘doing so. “But it has 
boon urged that aven if I cama to the covolusion 
that the jnok was to blame in thé first instance 
yet that the steamer was aleo'to blame.cither for 
not having sven tho junk at 9 gronter distance 
off bofore the coltision notwithstanding thewant 
of proper lights, or that the steamer was to blame 
forgoing at too great’ a rate of spool, or else that, 
the steamer ought to have taken some step other 
than she did in order to avoid the collision. 
With regard to tho sccond contention, the de- 
cisions on the subject ara ogltoctad in Moorsden 
on Collision, pp. 351-356. In that work occurs 
tha following passage —" It may be atated as a 
general rulethat xpeei such as that another ressal 
caunot be seen in time to avoid her is unlawful, 
Speed which is justifiable in an unfroqucnt- 
ed part of the ocean’ is inlawful aud even 
eriminal in a crowded’ roadstead or high- 
way, and reed ‘that wocld' be moderate for a 
handy. paddle -wheel tug may be highly improper 
for a low. heary power’ screw stesmer.”” And 
again:—* A vessel going at too groat arate of 
speed on a dark night or in thick weather uannot 
be heard to.sey that a collision was the resmlt of 
jnevitabla‘accident. Under saoh ‘circumstances 
it is her duty to goat such arate of speed as 
will enable her after. discovering another vessel 
‘to avoid herby stopping aud reversing. her en- 
gine. If bor sped is highor than this she 
will almost, certainly bo.heid in fault for any 
Gollision ‘that ‘may occur, ‘although: she may do 
her bast to avoid it whon the other ship is seen.” 
This contention I do not think lies in the mouth

Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce and to 
merchants genefally,” Qur contemporary is 
an adept at saying things havo boen said 
which have nob been said. It is true wr 
made use of the term “ grievance mongers,” 
butin » much more limited sense than the 
one alleged,’ It roforred, in fact, simply to 
the Mail itself and its inspirera, That the 
cargo boat regulations are not hatisfactory 
must be admitted, but the grievance is n 
small one, of which the mercantile com- 


* munity hava shown they practioally take no 


account at all, otherwisa the Bon, P. Rygze’s 
inquiry would cot bave been allowed to 
collapse. But, a small griavance existing, 
our contemporary mignifivd it into one of 
the first order, for the purpose, apparently, 
of making it » lever for one of, its sansoless 
and unreasoning attacks on ibe Government. 
Hoviog failed in ita objoot it ia simply 
puerile to pass on to the Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce and merchants gener- 
ally the odiom it tins itself ‘ineurred.

Still. mora fires a Foochow, Tho Echo. of 
the 25th Sopt. saya :—On the 21st Sept. at about 
9 p.m, 0 fire broke out in the city, in the street 
culled South-gate Street, close by where siz 
hundred valuable Chinese shops were last des- 
troyed, as- reported ‘in our last issue— 
eansing another destruction of ovor cighty 
waalthy Chinese shops, aud amongst them 
about eleven leading Chinese Banks. It is 
regrettuble to’ see that all the shops extending 
from the Antai bridge, ‘on, the othor side of the 
Mahomedan Mosqne, to the Lion tower, a dis: | 
tance of two li, fare heen all destroyed, “On | 
tho next day another fire broke ont ‘over tho 
bridjra in a place called Tak-king-tad and we 
are glad to learn that only forty shops 
wore destroyed: Tho Chinese authorities 
are saruestly searching for the causes of the 
fires; we have not been able. to ascertain our. 
selves the origin. Some time ago the Authorities 
stupped-the sale of kerosine oil in the city, on the 
ground that that was the cause of the fires. It 
would be only: fair for them now to ackuowledge 
their mistake and withdraw tho prohibition, In 
both cases wa are glad to be able to say that uo 
lives were lost; bnt the loss in property, we sre 
informed, amounted to over $215,000. 


The Nagasaki Express says :—Dopendent as 
our port is upon the coal trade it, will be welcome 
news to oar readers to learn that a considerable 
accassion to that trade may speodily be looked 
for, It ix no secrat that for tho past year the 
ownors of the Takasina Colliery hare baan ex- 
piering the island of Matsnsima he mes of 
their hoary diamond boring machinery.
